Chattanooga, Tenn., Sopt. 9.— Tres- 
tdent Rooaovelt was elected an honor- 
ary member of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Fiifnicn. He attended 
the executive Bession of tlie order, 
walking from the hotel to the audi- 
torium, a distance of a few blocks, 
Moorted by Qrand Master Sargent, a 
committee of the brotherhood an* a 
detachment of troop B, state guard. 

The brotherhood first held its exec- 
utive session, which the president at- 
tendtfd. Aetlng Orand Master Han- 
nahan welcomed the ijvepidciif , stat- 
ing tliat his atteiulaiu;e at the con- 
vention would do great good to or- 
ganized labor, not only In this coun- 
try, bat In Canada and other coun- 
tries as well. 

The president returned his thanks 
for the widronie. and said he was 
glad to be with the brotherhood. He 
said the firemen's .brot!|«rbo<Nl was 
the result which naturally comes 
from the application of the principle 
of common sense to their work. He 
said that organized labor never had 
made an unreasonable request of him 
and that If it had be would have de- 
nied It. In speaking of his apiK>int- 
ment of Orand Master Sargent of i.ie 
brotherhood to bh commissioner gen- 
eral of Immlgrailon, the president 
said it was one of the most satisfac- 
tory appointments to him and to the 
public ho had ever made; that .Mr. 
Sargent has a hard body and not a 
soft head. 

John F. McNamee of Columbus, O., 
one of the grand ofllcers and a Demo- 
cratic member of the legislature, 
moved that the degree of grand hon- 
orary membership be conferred upon 
President Roosevelt The motion was 
referred to the committee on constl- 
tution and by laws, whose recom* 
niendation was unanimous that the 
motion be accepted. The report ot 
tbe committee was adopted by a ris- 
ing, unanimous vote amid great 
cheers. 

The president thanked the conven- 
tion for the eoniplimeiii paid him and 
Grand Master Sargent then gave him 
a pass, which admits bim to all meet- 
inj.'P of the brotherhood. 

At this point the brotherhood ad- 
journed, and the public was admitted 
to the auditorium to hear the presi- 
dent's address. While the audience 
was being seated the ban'd rendered 
"America," tlie president and the oth- 
ers in the hall rising. 

Mayor Chambliss delivered a short 
address of greeting, in which he wel 
oomed to Chattanooga all the fire 
men. whether they came from Can 
ada, Mexico or Oyster Bay. After an 
address of welcome in behalf of the 
state by Governor McMillan, and an 
address by Orand Master Sargent, in 
tespersed with music by the Seventli 
Cavalry band, I'resident Roosevelt 
was introduced by Acting Giand Mas 
ter Hannahan. His reception was 
most enthusiastic, the audience rising 
to its feet and cheering. When the 
president addressed the convention 
as "My brothers" he was cheered 
again. He said he was ^^lad to be 
here and Joined with the others in ex- 
tending a cordial welcome to the vis- 
itors from Canada and Mexico. 

"I always have, gentlemen, greatly 
admired the railroad men of the conn 
try and I do not see how any one who 
believes in the fundamental prlnci- 
pies of citizenship can fail to do so." 

He compared the railroad men to 
soldiers who are aecustonicd to tak- 
ing risks, acting on their own initia- 
tive and obeying orders. In raising 
his own regiment, he said, he got a 
number of railroad men. Of course, 
the first requisite was that a man 
Should know how to ride and how to 
■boot OiTingythem these two qualv 
ties he found there was no better 
group from which soldiers could be 
drawn than railroad men. 

The president said he hoped and 
bellaTCd the danger of war would be 
less tn the future than It has in the 
past. 

•i believe emphatically," he said, 
"in organized labor. The worth of an 
organisation," he continued, "depends 
upon its being handled with the cour- 
age, the skill, the wisdom, the spirit 
of fair ileal ing between man and man, 
and the wise self-restraint which I am 
glad to be able to say your hiother 
bood has sbowa."

In his order General Chaffee suggests 
that eight companies of infantry, two 
troops of cavalry and one battery 
lihall form at Cainii N'icnrs, island of 
Mindanao. It Is expected that the 
column will move within awcek. Most 
of the attacks upon the American 
forces have originated in the Macin 
country. This movement is to be di- 
rected against hostiles, several ot 
whom are enumerated 
Chatfe'a order. General 
directed to require the 
give a satisfactory pledge to refrain 
from aggression in the future. There 
are several Moro strongholds in the 
Macin country. It is not definitely 
known where the first opposition will 
be encountered. This will depend 
upon General Sumner's course after 
moving. Ceneral Sumner is directed 
to protect the friendly natives. 

Cholera In the Philippines. 
San Francisco, Sept. 9.— "A bounti- 
ful donwpour of rain is the only rem- 
edy which can check the cholera epi- 
demic now raging in the Philippines." 
So said Captain K. H. Southall, a sur- 
geon in the United States army, who 
has arrived here on the transport Bu- 
ford. Captain Southall was for a time 
in charge of the cholera hospital in 
Manilla. In speakini; of the epidemic, 
Captain Southall said; ■'The Ameri- 
cans in the Philippines seem unable 
to cope with the cholera plague. De- 
spite the rigorous methods used to 
suppress it, the disease seems to 
spread and increase. It is very diffi- 
cult to get correct figures of the mor- 
tality do« to cholera, because of the 
fact that the natives hide the death 
and try to keep knowledge of the 
presence of thc disease from the au- 
thorities." 

Warm Contest Expected. 
Denver, Sept. 9. — There promises to 
be a warm fight in the Democratic 
state convention, which will meet in 

Denver, over the nomination for f;ov- 
ernor. The leailing candidates are 
Governor .Janx's H. Oruiun, .ludge E. 
C. Stimson of Cripple Creek and 
Judge Theron Stevens of Ouray. Or- 
will probably receive over 400 
votes on the first ballot. To be re- 
nominated he must have 4.')1 votes, 
and his opponents anticipate that he 
will lack the requisite number on the 
first ballot, and will not bo able to 
hold his forces together on subse- 
quent balkits. 

Death of Panmure Gordon. 
London. Sept. 9. — By the death, at 
Nauheim, of Panmure Gordon, the 
stock exchange has lost a most inter- 
esting personality. He was a great 
purveyor of successful tips to Mayfalr 
— tii)8 which circulated like magic. He 
lived both his busines.s and his social 
life at top pressure. He had a passion 
for trousers, and when he went to 
America for a year, he had f)ne pair 
for each day. with 200 jmirs thrown 
In. and he was the only man who ever 
devoted an entire chapter in a serious 
travel book to the story of the^loss 
and subsequent recovery of his fav- , 
orlte breeches.

ncrlln. Sept. 9.— The marine minis- 
try has given out the following oHl- 
cial report of the sinking of the Fir- 
mlnlst gunboat Crete-a-Plerrot: 

• Captain Eckermann of the Pan 
ther has r eeived orders to capture 
tiie principal gunboat Crete-a-Plerrot. 
The Panther went from Port-au-Prince 
to Gohaives, where it completely sur- 
prised the Crete-a-Pierrot. The Ger- 
man commandant sent the following 
ultimatum: 

" 'Strike your colors within 16 min- 
utes and disembark from your ship 
without undertaking any defensive 
measures whatt ver. otherwise an im- 
mediate attack will follow.' 

"The Panther had already cleared 
for action. The Crete-a- Pierrot haul- 
ed down her flag within the allotted 
time and the crew disembarked. The 
Panther then intended to lake the 
Crete-a-l'ierrot in tow. but an explo- 
sion of her after powder magazine 
soon occurred, which was evidently 
effected by the Crete-a-Plerrot's 
crew. The explosion destroyed her 
stern and set the vessel on fire, ren- 
dering taking her in tow impossible, 
especially as further explosions fol- 
lowed. As this was regarded as a 
hostile act. and as the guns afore 
were still in condition, the Panther's 
captain caused the forward magazine 
to be exploded through a cannonade. 
After this was exploded, the Crete-a- 
Plerrot broke up and sank. The ad- 
miral was on board with the rebels. 
Gonavies is in the hands of rebels." 

The German foreign oiBce informed 
the press that Haitien provisional 
government has communicated to 
Germany that Haiti regarded the Fir- 
minist gunboat Crete-a-Pierrot as a 
pirate, and that the interests of Haiti 
were untouched by the action of the 
German gunboat Panther in sinking 
tha Orete^-Pierrot 

Powell's Report. 

Washington, Sept. 9. — As was ex- 
pecteil, Mr. Powell, the l.'nited States 
, minister to Haiti, reported promptly 
I to the state department of the sinking 
of the Haftlen gunboat Crete-a-Pier- 
rot by the German gunboat Panther. 
Both of the minisieis dispatclies are 
I dated Port-au-Prince. As matters 
Stand, there is nothing to be done by 
I the state department at this juncture. 
The officials have not changed their 
view that the incident was one bi?- 
1 tween the Cerman and Haitien gov- 
ernments, ami tl:at it was not otir 
business. The Berlin advices to the 
effect that the Haitien government 
had exi)res?ed Its satisfaction with 
the situation being brought to the at- 
tention of the di iiartiiient in i ( w^ nl 
to confirm the officials in their posi- 
tion. No American interests have 
been afferted unfavorably, in their 
judgment, and as the United States 
has not recounized the revolutionists 
in Haiti there ia no one to make com- 
plaint to this government On the 
whole. It is felt that the termination 
of Kllllck's career in summary fash- 
ion may have a salutary f ffi'ct not 
only in Haiti, but also in South and 
Central American countries. Only re- 
cently the British cruiser Phaeton 
was obliged to force the Colombian 
;:ov( innient to release the lirilish 
Kcuador, which it was Intended to im 
press Into service as a troop trans 
port, while still more recently Com 
mander MeCrea adopted a similarly 
vigorous course with respect to this 
same Admiral Killiek, and it is not 
doubted that had he remained in Hai- 
tien waters he would have seized the 
Crete-a-Pierrot for violation of his 
warning to let foreign shtpidng alone. 
Altogether these active naval matters 
are expected to have beneficial re- 
sults tluronghout that section of the 
world, BO tftr as foreign oommarea is 
concerned. 

ChafTee's Report. 

Washington. Sept. 9.— The war de- 
partment has received a cable dis- 
|)atch from General Chaffee dated .Ma- 
nilla, Sept. 6, stating that an attack 
was made on the Unlted||ptates troops 
at 'Matiling IVills. seven miles from 
Camp Vicars, by Moros. Sept. 1. First 
Lieutenant William M. Parker, One 
Hundred and Tenth infantry, and two 
soldiers were wounded, and one sol- 
dier killed. Oeaeral Ohaflee also 
says: "Have authorized Brigadier 
General Samuel S. Sumner to move 
troops Into .Macin country, and exact 
prpmlse of good behavior in future 
from Datot and follfiwan.

DESPESADOES KILLED. 

Jim Wright and Julin Templeton 
8hut by u i*OMe. 

Hogersville, Tenn., Sept. 9. — Jin. 
^\'^i^llt ami ,h.lin Tenrdeti^n. noted 
Hancock county desperadoea. were 
killed, and Wright's son was captured 
by a posse of 25, headed by Joe Moss 
of Gate City. Va. 

In the engagement Wri;- t i . i and 
tiMiably fatally wounded George 
Wolf of Spears Peiry, Va., and Jack 
Rogers of Rogersville, Tenn., both of 
whom were members of the pursuing 
posse. 

Two fights took place. In the first 
Templeton was instantly killed and 
Wright's son was captured. Jim 
Wright, however, retreated to a near- 
by !i()iic,>. where he (>ngaj;e<l the ofll- 
cers until daylight, when he was rout- 
ed out and killed as he could not he 
taken alive. Wright was an escaped 
convict from tha Tennesee peniten- 
tiary, where he was serving a sen- 
tence for murder. Wright and Tem- 
pleton are said to have killed as 
many as six men each. 

Abundance of Gold. 
Washington, Sept. 9. — The sum of 
gold now in the United States treas- 
ury exceeds that of any previous time 

in the history ot the country and with 
one possible exception it exceeds that 
of any country af any time In the his- 
tory of the world. The single report- 
ed exception is that of Russia about 
eight years ago, when that country 
was preparing to resume gold i)ay 
ments. At that time Russia is said to 
have had in its treasury |598,00U,0U0 
in gold. Last Saturday the vaults of 
the United Stales treasury contained 
J,''i7:i.!i.".t;,101. an increase since .Inly. 
1!U)1. of $7;t. 087.897. This slock of 
gold is now being added to at the 
rate of from 1200,000 to $300,000 a day 
with no immediate prospect of a ces- 
sation in the rate of deposits. This 
Condition of things is eminently sat- 
isfactory to the treasury officials, who 
regard it as the best possible evi- 
dence of confidence in the financial 
stability of this country. 

Pstal Germ Disoevered. 

Baltimore, Sept. 9 — The death of 
John 1). Kockeffdler's grandson. Jack, 
two years ago, has enabled two stu 
dents, one at Johns Hopkins and the 
other at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania niediral sc!«ools to discover 
what is believed to be the organism 
or germ of disease that carries off so 
many little ones every summer, and 
which is commonly called "summer 
complaint.' When little Jack died, 
two years ago, Mr. Rockefeller Is said 
to have off( red a fund of JJoo.ooo to 
be devoted to research. The outcome 
of this offer is the reported discovery 
of the f.Ttal germ. In 42 cases the or- 
ganism found is nearly identical with 
that which produces dysentary in 
adults,

Wi!k<sharre, Pa., Sept 9.'— Two 
Italian striking miners 'named Frank 
Portay and Sistino Vancostello left 

their homes in Swoyi'rsvijle. near 
here, to go on a hunting trip. As they 
approac bed the Henry C. colliery they 
were held up by the pickets who mis- 
took them for armed nonunion men 
going to work . The pickets at once 
attacked the Italians. Vancostello was 
shot in the leg ami his brains beaton 
out wtlb stones and clubs. 

His companion, Portay, was knock- 
ed down, his gun was taken away 
from him and then his assailants beat 
him with clubs, so that his life is 
despaired of. Sheriff Jacobs and a 
large number of deputies went to the 
scene. The friends of the dead Ital- 
ians have sworn vengeance and 
threaten to kill the men who com- 
mitted the assault on their country- 
men. 



Lynching Threatened. 
Wilkesbarre, Pa., Sept. 9.— A crowd 
of striking miners, mostly foreigners. 

remtiined all night around the lockup 
at Kdwardsville, where Hiram Fischer 
was confined. The prisoner was held 
up as he was returning from one of 
the mines, where he is employed as 
a coal and iron iiollceman. Thinkina; 
his life was In danger, he fired into 
the crowd, and two of the bullets 
Struck Mrs. John Kasmaugh, a Polish 
woman, who was seated on the stoop 
of her house some di^'.-mce away. 
Fischer was set upon \>y the mob and 
beaten so liailly that he was left for 
dead on the road. I..ater he was tak- 
en to the town lockup, where a physi- 
cian was in attendance a greater part 
of the night. Fischer was a little 
better. .\ot witlistaniling his c<indl- 
tlon, the mob gathered on the outside 
of the lockup and wanted to beat 
down the place and lynch him. The 
strong guard that Burgess Danno had 
provided prevented this.

A company of s()Idl(>rs and t!-,e Gov- 
ernor's trooi> patidlled the valli'v. 
They report ti'at tin 'e witc no dis- 
turbances. United .Mine Workers' 
leaders deny that the company has 
made any gains.

A New Disrovery Will Work a Revolntion 
Ib Metbods of Operatini; Then. 



The WMtiiighouae £lectric Manufac- 
tnriiiR Oompcny will loatall forty-flve 

milea of interurban elpctric line to con- 
nect Baltimore and Waehington, with a 
branch line to AnnapoUa, that, U li aaid, 
will be a revolution in •xiltlag methods 
of electric traction. 

Alternating currents, tbe invention of 
Nicola Teala, and exploited by George 
Westinghouse, has heretofore been iic-ed 
exclusively for electric liKhtiDg. Some 
experiments have been made in Europe 
to apply this system for traction par- 
poses with varying 8iuc*'sh. 

Oeorge WestinRhoose, after yeare of 
practical applieatioB with a Hoe ooonect* 
inK all the Westlngboiige plants between 
East Pittsburg and Wilmerdiog, it is 
•aid, demonatnitod ite piaetleabllity. 

R. G. I.emme, an engineer employed 
by the Westinghouse concern, has been 
•agafied for many years in working oat 
tbe problc^jn. Kumor of the success 
has reached the stock market and has 
caused Westinghixine clt-ctric stock to 
advance from the eighties to 116. 

The ooet of operatinfr electric linea will 
be materially re<ince<l by the alternating 
current, it is said, and it is expected that 
linea can be operated profitably that 
beratofore cduM not be built because of 
the coit of operation.
